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lo During the first week in August 30,000 Soviet troops in Chinese uniforms 
arrived in the P'yongyang area from Manchuria. 


26 In mid-August there were two regiments of Seviet anti-aircraft troops, 
including those building emplacements for gun batteries, between Sinuiju and 
iuanptojin. There were 12 anti-aircraft guns assigned to each cow any. 

3. During August 500 Soviet technicians from Manchuria arrived in North Korea 
daily; they were assigned to the uunitions factory in Ptyongyang. 


kh. On or about 28 August a battalion of non-Oriental artillery troops moved into 
the Unggi (130-2, 42-21) (FB 1509) and Najin-dong (130-19, 42-13) (FB 0974) 
areas, The troops transported heavy coast artillery and anti-aircraft guns 
with them, About 12 Soviet 150-mm. guns and other heavy guns were observed 
About 600 non-Korean troops moved by truck from Unggi to
